Surely Carleton is not so devoid of men of ordinary intelligence 
that the yeomen must go elsewhere, to find a man capable of formin: 
a sound judgment upon such questions, as have ertraged the attention 
of the first Parliament of Ontario. 

Withont disparaging the late Representative, has he done any- 
thing, that any farmer could not have done at Ieast as well? What 
would be thought of a township, that would import q Warden to man- 
age its Township or County affairs ? The difference is not so great, as it 
would seem. In the Local Legislature, that intimate knowledge of 
the wants and wishes of the County, which can only be obi by 
constant intercourse with the people, is just as necessary, as itwwould 
be in respect to municipal affairs ; and in referenée to our agricultural 
interests, a Lawyer can hardly be supposed to know, or care much 
about them 

I have dwelt thus fully upon the importance of select- 
ing aresident and farmer to represent the County, from the belief, 
that your late Representative, while no doubt disposed to do his 
duty, has, in my judgment, signally failed in representing the inter- 
ests, or advocating the wants of his constituents. 

I take no exception to his present politics. He calls himself a 
Conservative.

= Many features of the policy of the Government of Ontario I 
heartily approve of; but, [am at a loss to understand, why this section 
of Ontario, and especially Carleton, seems to be ignored, and this 
without a word of protest from out Local Representative. : 

‘To thecredit of the Government, they have established Asylums 
for the insane, for the deaf and dumb, and for idiots, in Belleville, 
Brantford and London: They have appropriated money for Central 
Prisons to be built in other cities ; for schools of Instruction in Toronto ; 


and yet not a voice has béen raised by the Ottawa Representatives | { 


to have any of this large expenditure or these useful institutions 
placed in this neighborhood. 

They have expended large sums of money in drainage, a most 
useful measure, and one in Which a farming community are especially 
intreested, yet the swamps of Carleton remain undrained. 

They have introduced a Railway policy, to which I take the 
most decided exception, and which never should have met with the 
sanction or approval of the Representative of Carleton. Ont of the 
large surplus in the Treasury, they set apart on‘ sao and a half 
of dollars to aid the building of bina By e wording of 
the resolutions, any possible Railway through the County pf Carleton 

y being granted to Railways ,that will’farnish the

“| the amendment, I would have sacrificed them all before I would

Representative. 

‘A great virtue has been made of the grant of $25,000 to the re- 
lief of the sufferers by the late fire, which swept like a hurricane over 
the county, and desolated so large a portion of its richest fields, 
Taking away 825,000 with one hand, which fairly and legitimately 
belonged to the Connty, and giving it back with the other in the 
name of charity, seems to me not much to boast of. If the houseless 


-| and homeless sufferers had not been relieved by the noble sympathy 


of a generous public, I yery much fear that the charity so gradgingly 


-| bestowed, and so long delayed, would have left more than one un- 


fortunate family to have felt the gnawings of hunger and the effects 
of exposure to the pitiless storm without shelter, food, or clothing, 
When the Representative of this and the adjoining County, with 


.|the Warden, waited upon the Premier to obtain immediate relief, it 


seemed more than passing strange, that their united influence could 
not induce the Goyernment, they had no da Votedly Sree to acoord 
the slightest assurance of any grant in aid of the unfortunate suf- 
ferers: True, they could offer a loan of money guaranteed by the 
whole property of the County, at'a rate of interest per cent in 
excess of what they are receiving from the Bank in’ which their de- 
posits are invested ; but, neither at the time, nor months,after, in the| 
speech at the of the Session, was there a word of sympathy, 
or hope of relief until Mr. Blake, the Jeader of the Opposition, in 
generous and manly speech, gave the assurance, that the Yeomanry 
of Ontario would approve, with one voice, the mostliberal grant to 
their suffering fellow farmers in the County of Carleton. 

Thave addressed you thus fully, as the time before your deci- 
sion must be given at the pollsis so short, that with ‘the fullest 
desire to explain to you my views either personally or at public 
meetings, it is possible, that there will be some whom I cannot reach 
except through the medium of this address.

If you agree with me that the farmers of Carleton should be 
represented by one of themselves, and should think me worthy of 
your confidence, I promise you, that when the time to surrender 
the trust arrives, I will endeavor to show that your confidence has 
not been misplaced, and will hope to point to some record, that will

A farmier like yourselves, I have always taken a whrm interest 
in every thing calculated to advance the agricultural progress of the 
County. y 
__Ithas long been my fixed opinion, that there is no’ reason why 
it should be necessary to go out of our own County to the City of 
Ottawa or.anywhere else, to find a Member, Ihave felt still more 
strongly, that there is stilf less reason, why a County wholly agricul- 
tural, should go to any other class than their own, to seek a represen- 
tative. It is, tomy mghd, a poor way to induce the sons of farmers 
to look to their profession with interest and pride, or to stimulate 
them to labor and exertion, if they find that the fact, of being a farmer, 
would seem to exclude them from positions of honor and confidence. 

The questions to besubinitted to the Ontario Legislature being 
[purely local ; the principal interest to be dealt with being that of agri- 
culture, form the most powerful and conclusive reasons why a resi- 
dent and a farmer should be chosen to represent the County. 

Surely Carleton is not so devoid of ‘men of ordinary infelligé 
that the yeomen must go elsewhere, to find a man capable of forming 
4 sound judgment upon tach questions, as have engaged the at tention 
of the first Pgrliament of Ontario. 

Without disparaging the late Representative, has he done any- 
thing, that any farmer could not have done at least as well? What 
would be thought of a township, that would import a Warden to man- 
age its Township or County affairs? The difference isnot so great, as it 
would seem. Ih the Local Legislature, that intimate knowledge of 
the wants and wishes of the County, which can only be obtained by 
constant intercourse with the people, is just as necessary, as it would 
be in respect to municipal affairs ; and in reference to our agricultural 
interests, a Lawyer can hardly be supposed to know, or care much 
about them. . 

I have dwelt thus fully upon the importance of select- 
ing aresident and farmer to represent the County, from the belief, 
that = late Representative, while no doubt disposed to do his 
duty, has, in my judgment, signally failed in representing the inter- 
ests, or advocating the wants of his constituents. 

I take no exception to his present politics. He calls himself a 
Conservative. I have been one all my life, and am so still 

Se Many features of the policy of the Government of Ontario I 
heartily approve of; but, Iam at a loss to understand, why this section 
of Ontario, and especially Carleton, seems to be ignored, and this 
without a word of protest from our Local Representative. 

To the credit of the Government, they hay lished Asylums 
for the insane, for the deaf and dumb, and for idiots, in Belleville, 
Brantford and London. They have appropriated money for Central 
Prisons to be built in other‘cities ; for schools of Instruction in Toronto ; 
and yet not a voice has been raised by the Ottawa Representatives 
to have any of this large expenditure or these useful institutions 
placed in this neighborhood. 

They have expended large sums of money in drainage, a most 
useful measure, and onein which a farming community are especially 
intrested, yet the swamps of Cgrleton remain undrained 

They have introduced a Railway policy, to which’ I take the 
most decided exception, and which never should have met with the 
sanction or approval of the Representative of Carleton. Out of the 
[large surplus in the Treasury, they sof! apart one million and a ‘half 

of dollars to sid the building of Railways, By the wording of 
the resohutions;eny ‘possible Railway through the Conaty of Carleton 
is excluded; aid only being granted to Railways that will furnish the 
supplies to the lumber trade of the Upper Ottawa from the counties 
bordering on Toronto and Kingston, which are now furnished from 
the County of Carleton and the surrounding Counties of the Ottawa 


Valley. 

Thas, Counties ike Carleton, that Have contributed most largely 
to make the surplus, and that contribute most largely tothe Revenue, 
ete shut out from all share of thoir own money. 

Mr. Blake proposed in amendment to the Government scheme 
that this money should be distributed, amongst all the connties of 
the province, according to population. By this amendment the 
County of Carleton would ‘have received a sum of “twenty-five 
thousand dollars,” that would have enabled you to have improved 
ag roads and bridges, without increasing your local taxation: 

Lyon voted down this amendment. I honestly confess that if 
the fall of a dozen Governments had been the result of the defeat of 
the amendment, I would have sacrificed them all before I would, 
have so betrayed the interests of the County, yhich sent me as ite 
Representative.

If the houseless 
and homeless sufferers had not been relieved by the noble sympathy. 
of a generous public, I very much fear that the charity so grudgingly 
bestowed, and so long delayed, would have left more than one un- 
fortunate family to have felt the gaawings of hunger and the effects 
of ezporare to the pitiless storm without shelter, food, or clothing. . 

the Representative of this and the adjoining County, with 
the Warden, waited upon the Premier to -obtain immediate relief, it 
seemed more than passing strange, that their united influenee could 
not induce the Government, they hed 80 devotedly followed, to accord. 
the slightest assurance of any grant in aid of the unfortunate suf- 
ferers. True, they could offer a loan of money guaranteed by the 
whole property of the County, at a rate of interest fifty percent in 
excess of what they are receiving from the Bank in w! ich their de- 
posits are invested; but, neither at the time, nor months after, in the 
speech at the opening of the Sessidh, was there a word of sympathy, 
or hope of relief, until Mr. Blake, the leader of the Opposition, in his
